Waflhlngton, April 3.— Although no 
official report has reachi'd here of tho 
reported departure of LI Hung Cbang 
from Peking for Shanghai, olBciala are 
Inclined to believe it true, and that 
LI Hung Chang is really leaving Pek 
ing for good, and because the emperor 
la diBpleased with his conduct of the 
netotlatlona. It la taken here that 
when !.i Hung Cbang was made one 
of the peace envoys he was pro-Uiis- 
siaii In sentiment, but there was no 
cause for complaint on tliat score un- 
til the Manchurlan agreement came np 
for eonaideration. It is believed by 
officials here, that Li has proved so 
earnest an advocate of the Russian 
cauae, and hM so strenuously worited 
for the algnature of the agreement 
that hit own government haa felt 
obliged to deprive him of po^r to fur- 
ther that agreement. If this undt r- 
standing is correct it is believed tliat 
an effectual checl< has been adminis- 
tered to Russia In her designs upon 
Manchuria, for it la thought the em- 
peror of China would scarcely have 
acted In this sumnmry fa: hion had he 
not received assurances of support 
from [$ome the other powers. 
' Mn Rockhlll haa not yet acquainted 
the government with the exact lan- 
guage of the agreement reported to 
hare been reached at Peking as to the 
Chinese forts. The original proposi- 
tion, atrongly backed 4>y moat ot tho 
European powers, was to COlDpletalir 
destroy the Chinese forte in the Oalf 
of Fe Chi LI and on the road from 
Taku to Peking. The state depart- 
ment felt It would be inexpedient to 
proceed eo far and leave Chlra naked 
to the attack of the meanest toe. 
Therefore the powers were urged to 
be content with dismantlement of the 
forts, toaving them in condition to be 
again, mounted with fuos in a reason- 
able time. It is believed this project 
has been accepted, for it appears from 
dispatches that the only fort ordered 
to be "destroyed" Is on a point In the 
Pel river, which is to be removed sim- 
ply because it fdrms an obstacle to 
navigation on that river. 

Japan wmlstand by China. 
New York. April 8.— A- dispatch 

from Peking says that despite state- 
ments to the effec t that China has not 
rejected the Manchurlan convention, 
it is thought she will probably do so. 
Japan has given China written aasur- 
anes that she will share the conse 
quences of China's refusal to sign the 
Russian treaty If these conseqiu nces 
Includa war. Peace negotlatiims are at 
ft standstill at the present time.

Chicago, -Vpril .'i.— Arrangements for 
running the 'good roads special " from 
Chicago to New Orleans on the Illinois 
Central line have been about com 
pleted. The train will leave this city 
some time between April \2 and April 
16. It will consist (if seven or eight 
carry the machinery for road build 
ing purposes. 

Weather permitting, the first prac 
tical demonstration in the buildiiii; of 
good roads will be at Flossmore, J.! 
miles south of this city. About 3,000 
feet of roadway will be constructed at 
that place. It is likely another half 
mile of road will be built at another 
Illlaois point, pruhably Cairo. .Mem- 
phis will be the next stop, and then 
the train will be run to New Orleans, 
where the National Good Roads asso- 
ciation's convention will be held April 
29 and ".0. Returning from New Or- 
leans stretches will be built at Nat- 
chex, Vlcksburg, Greenville, 0.\ford, 
'Winona and Jackson. Miss., and Jack- 
son, Tenn. W. H. Moore, president of 
the National Good Roads association, 
will be in charge of the work. 

American Stablcboys Employed. 

London. April .Vs a result of the 
Stablemen's strike at Newmarket, 
England, the trainers announce that 
250 American stableboys will leave 
New York on the White Star and At- 
lantic transport line steamers. The 
boys will be drawn mostly from the 
racing establishments of the West- 
chester Racing association, the Con^y 
Inland Jockey dob. the Brooklyn 
Jockey club and the Prightnn Heacb 
Racing association. They tmist not 
weigh over 112 pounds. Their wa^ey 
Will be from 16 to $7 per week with 
board and lodging. The Newmarket 
trainers at their last meeting refused 
to receive a deputation of the strikers.

Tbe proposals were brought before 
the cabinet and instructions in reply 
were sent by Secretary Root. The 
president will not bargain with .Aguin- 
aido, but If the noted prisoner will use 
his influence the United States will 
welcome his aid and will consider his 
conduct when determining his future. 

The following cablegram was re 
ceived at the war department from 
Gener.ll MacArthur: "Brigadier Gen- 
eral Robert P. Hughes reports surren- 
der at Banga. northwest Panay, March 
31, of .".0 ollicers. IST) men. 1":: rides. 
General Kobbe reports 21 mt-u and 21 
guns surrendered March 81 in North- 
ern Mindanao." 

General MacArthur also reports that 
the commissary frauds being investi- 
gated are not of sufficient gravity to 
cause conrern, and that the press re- 
ports are ine.\aet aiiil misleading. 

Aguinaldo's Attitude. 
Manilla, April .'!. — Constancio Pro- 
blete, daughter of the former chief of 
the Katlpunan society, who is presi- 
dent of the Women's I'eare lea.gue, 
was permitted to have a long inter- 
view with Aguinaido. She reports 
having found him in a quandary, pro- 
fessedly desirous of peace, yet reluc- 
tant to abandon the idea of PlUpIno 
independence. Senorita Prohlete says 
that Aguinaido shows a distrust of 
the educated Filipinos, and is largely 
guided by the prejudices of the lower 
class. His wife, mother and sister 
visit him daily. 

Unbeknown to Hanna. 

New York, .-Xpril :V — Senator ' Han- 
na's attention was called to the report 
that ,1 I'ierpont Morgan had formed a 
syndicate to buy tbe rights of the 
French Panama Canal company, and 
that In conversation with the presi- 
dent and Senator Hanna. Mr. Morgan 
advocated the aliandonment of the 
Nicaraguan route. "Ves. I have al- 
ready seen that report," ha said, "and 
you may say for me there is not a 
word of truth in It Personally I 
have never expressed a preference for 
any route, but as for this story 1 have 
never heard of such a thing. If Mr. 
Morgan is going into the canal busi- 
ness I am not in his confidence."

New York. April 8.— D. B. Wood- 
ward, assistant commissary general of 

the I'^nited States to the Paris exposi- 
tion, sailed on the St. Louis. He goes 
over to close up work ot the United 
States commission.

Cromwell, who goes to relieve Rear 
Admiral Schley as commander of the 
South Atlantic squadron. He was ac- 
companied by Lieutenant Jay H. Sy 
pher, his flag olllcer. On the arrival ot 
the St. Louis at Southampton th^^y 
will sail on a Royal Mail steamship 
to .Montevideo, where the squadron 
is now Stat '"Tied.

Lord Kitchener that General Pliimer 
has occupied Nylstrom Is taken to 
mean tiiat the British army in South 
Africa has at last resumed the north- 
ern Advance toward . Ptetersburg. 
Nylstrom is situated a Uttle way off 
the railway, about ftO miles north of 
Pretoria. It was held a few days by 
Senerftl Baden Powell In August, last 
rear, bnt had to be evacuated bteaate 
the force then at the disposal of Lord 
Roberts was insufllclent to provide a 
permanent garrison and secure the 
railway line northward from Pretoria. 
There can b« Dttl* doubt that Lord 
Kitchener's latest report indicates the 
execution of a comprehmislTo plan for 
the conquest and pacMcatlon of the 
northern Transvaal. 

With the occupation of Ptetersburg 
main trunk lines of railway would be 
lost to the Boers, "hot there ts a heavy 
task In the protection of another line 
of communication 240 miles long that 
would be added to the burdena of the 
British army.

The Prealdante got married this 
week and they have been dancing tor tbiee 
dayi now. When we want any one to work we 
tell the PretldflBts how msay we want and we 
gat them. Wo don't have anything to do ; tbey 
do all onr work and tbey don't get one cent. 
Three men have to come here and work all day. 
When we want chicken* and eggs we tell the

They are all amy- 
Koes when yon have your rille on your shoulder, 
but if you ni( I unc o( them out, your tiead would 
adorn some Cienenii's wigwam. We curry our 
rilU's when v- r we go. 

Wlion the people make twenty-five cents a 
week they dont want any more until the next. 
The police only get 81.50 a month, and that Is 
only 75 cu. in our money. Why we get thirty 
young chickens for 81 mez,— oOcts. In gold, and 
alxieen egga for one peselta— lO cts. gold. It is 
all mex money. They don't "Saba AmerlQano 
Denlro." When tbey get one dollar la gold they 
go around as if tbey bad a million. 

Well, I will tell aomelhing about the women 
aad how Itasy drota. They wear a ahirt waUt, 
plain i it aitlksa them Jnat half way hotwoea the 
hisa and abonlden and the aklrt li about one 
yard aqnare and that Is put on from behind and 
both enda ooms In front, then they reach and 
bring up the roar In front; then tbey have «ome 
sort of a cloth on about their lower body and 
that i* the ooatume we see. Down where we 
landed Company L. tbey saw tbeir first white 
women. There are no white women here. I 
gttesa when we come hack to the stiucs we will 
stare at the women as tlie natives do here.
